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Cost of city water may increase

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board is considering some revisions 
in the user rates for city water, Re- 
viewing the proposal at the last 
board meeting, board members were 
told the new, increased rates would 
affect mostly heavy water users. 

The board took no action, but 
members agreed to study the plan 
and discuss it at the July meeting. 

Comparisions with surrounding 
communities indicate Elba rates are 
much lower than those in other Al- 
abama communities. 

The statewide report shows An- 
dalusia, Opp, Samson and Enterprise 


water rates higher than those in Elba. 
One example in the higher volume 
use shows Elba customers paying 
60¢ per 1,000 gallons, compared to 
$5.04 in another community for the 
same amount of additional water. 

Engineer Bobby Lee reported to 
the board, from the statewide survey, 
that 8,000 gallons of water presently 
cost a home owner in Elba $6.75, 
while the same amount of water in 
Enterprise would cost a home owner 
$33.23. 

Again, reporting from the state- 
wide survey, the average minimun 
water rate, without commercial, for 
communities the size of Elba is 
$9.42 while Elba charges only $5.35 


minimum. This includes normally. 


higher rural rates from across the 


State, 

he average for the first thousand 
gallons above the minimum is $2.54, 
while Elba charges only 70¢ for the 
same amount. 

The proposal under consideration 
for a household with a 3/4" meter 
(the normal) would be $7.00 for the 
first 3,000 gallons. 

The next 3,000 gallons would 
cost 90¢ per thousand gallons. That 
rate drops in steps to 60¢ per thou- 
sand for all water over 16,000 gal- 
lons, 

Rural water rates would be high- 
er, with the minimun set at the same 
$7.00, but for only 2,500 gallons. 
These rates would step down to 80¢ 
per thousand gallon for all over 
12,000 gallons.

Grand Jury. The arraignment is 
scheduled in the Elba courthouse be- 
fore Judge Gary McAliley. 

Both the indictments were for 
misapplication of property, Class A 
misdemeanors. Conviction on each 
charge is punishable by up to $2,000 
fine and/or a year in the county jail. 

Neither of the indictments ac- 
cused Haywood of personally taking 
public funds or of benefiting from 
the misapplied money. 

Haywood was indicted after a 
complaint was filed with the District 
Attorney by a group of Elba citizens 
and the resulting investigation by In- 
vestigator Steve Weekly of the Al- 
abama Bureau of Investigation. 

One of the indictments arose from 
the 1993 sale of two city owned gar- 
bage trucks which had been pur- 
chased in the waning months of the 
last administration in anticipation of 
the city wanting to get back into the 
pickup of household garbage. 

The city council voted to place 
the $100,000 plus funds in a special 
savings account to be used if the city 


later again decided to get back into 
the garbage pick-up business. How- 
ever, according to the indictment, 
the funds were placed in the city’s 
general fund and spent. 

The second indictment was re- 
portedly for two checks written in 
the fall of 1993 to Attorney Jackson 
W. Stokes and signed by Mayor 
Ricky Haywood, for a total of 
$4100. The city council had declined 
to pay Stokes’ submitted bill for ser- 
vices as city attorney, citing their 
1992 naming of Attorney Mark Vau- 
ghan as city attorney. 

Haywood initially declined- to 
comment on the indictments when 
contacted by this newspaper and sev- 
eral other representatives of the me- 
dia. Neither he, nor his attorney G, 
A. Lindsey, have publicly indicated 
whether Haywood will attend the 
Thursday arraignment or will waive 
his rights to the formal procedure. 

If Haywood were to waive his ar- 
raignment rights, the judge would 
automatically set a trial date for the 
two Cases.

Considerable pressure was put 
on me to seek the appointment as 
sheriff and complete the unexpired 
term of my father, After much delib- 
eration and soul searching, I decided 
not to pursue the nomination, but to 
support Chief Deputy Ray Norris, 
who had the total support of the 
members of the Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Department if I did not want the 
job. My family and I fully supported 
his pursuit of the appointment and 
on March 6, 1979, I visited governor 
James in his office and conveyed to 
him the wishes of my father’s family 
and the Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment for the appointment of 
Chief Deputy Ray Norris. Keep in 
mind that it is not uncommon in Ala- 
bama political history for a member 
of the family or friend of the family 
to received an appointment in the 
case of death of an elected official. 

I advised Governor James that it 
was my opinion and that of members 
of the sheriff's department that Ray 
Norris could continue the work of 
my father and carry on what my fa- 
ther had started, better than I or any- 
one else could.

On March 1, 1979, my father, C 
F, “Neil” Grantham, was shot and 
killed in front of the Coffee County 
Jail while performing his duties as 
Sheriff of Coffee County. He had 
just begun serving his second term 
as sheriff, being sworn-in in January 
of 1979, the same day as Fob James 
was sworm-in as Governor of Ala 
bama 

This letter is not about my father, 
but about the developments that fol 
lowed his death and the politics that 
were played and the lies that were 
told. Considerable pressure was put 
on me to seck the appointment as 
sheriff and complete the unexpired 
term of my father. After much delib- 
eration and soul searching, I decided 
not to pursue the nomination, but to 
support Chief Deputy Ray Norris, 
who had the total support of the 
members of the Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department if I did not want the 
job. My family and I fully supported 
his pursuit of the appointment and 
on March 6, 1979, I visited governor 
James in his office and conveyed to 
him the wishes of my father’s family 
and the Coffee County Sheriff’s De- 
partment for the appointment of 
Chief Deputy Ray Norris. Keep in 
mind that it is not uncommon in Ala- 
bama political history for a member 
of the family or friend of the family 
to received an appointment in the 
case of death of an elected official. 

I advised Governor James that it 
was my opinion and that of members 
of the sheriff's department that Ray 
Norris could continue the work of 
my father and carry on what my fa- 
ther had started, better than I or any- 
one else could. Governor James, 
while not promising to honor our re- 
quest, did promise he would advise 
me of his decision prior to making 
the appointment and any announce- 
ment. | even advised the governor 
that I might reconsider myself for 
the appointment if for whatever rea- 
son he could not appoint Chief Dep- 
uty Norris. 

Well folks, on Friday, March 9, 
1979, cight days after my father 
gave his life in the line of duty, I 
first learned of the appointment of 
Brice Paul as sheriff from one of the 
members of the sheriff's department, 
as the announcement had just been 
made in Enterprise. You can only 
imagine the betrayal I felt for the 
man we had elected to lead the State 
of Alabama. I immediately called the 
Governor’s office, first being told he 
was not in, then upon calling again a 
little later, was advised he was in 
conference and they would have the 
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Govemor call me bach lid f i 

a call from one of his assistant | 

vising me of the Governor’s appoint 
ment. | again asked to speak with 
Governor James and was told that 


was not possible, I then advised hi 

assistant | needed an appointment to 
see “Fob” and would wait in his of 

fice as long as it would take, At thi 

point the Governor came on the tel 

phone, and it was at this point I lost 
my “cool” as I proceeded to tell th 
Governor of the State of Alabama 
what kind of liar he was. Now at that 
time I was a 28 year old banker and 
my mother and father raised me bet 

ter than that, to respect my elders, 
I'm sorry I used some of the lan 
guage I did, but I’m not sorry I let 
“Fob" know that he betrayed and 
lied to me and my family and this is 
the thanks my father gets for his 
years of service and dedication to the 
people of Coffee County and the 
State of Alabama. 

Well that was 15 years ago, but a 
lic is a lie. It knows no time. If 
“Fob” will lie about something that 
was thal serious, he would have no 
problem lying to you about some 
everyday problem, 

I just wanted the people of the 
great state of Alabama to know what 
kind of man is trying to get re 
elected to the office of Governor of 
the State of Alabama.

Coaching vacancies come and go like the rain, but one name that is al- 
ways menuoned when a coaching vacancy comes up is that of former Cof- 
fee Springs coach Ken English, now a private businessman in Elba. 

English was one of the area’s top basketball coaches for many years and 
left his mark of success at Westbrook High School, in Georgia; Ft. Deposit 
\cademy; New Hope Junior High; Zion Chapel High School and Coffee 
Springs High School. At Coffee Springs, English followed the legendary 
Charles Cole and never missed a beat as he guided the rural junior high 
school to four conference championships in five years, a first ever trip to 
the state tournament and a record of 96 wins and 32 losses. Coffee Springs 
was where English really made his mark; however, as he inherited a bas- 
Ketball team that had won only one game in two seasons and in just three 
years rolled up 43 wins, while losing only 29, and guided the Golden Bears 
to the state tournament for the second time in the school’s history. 

English had the head football post dumped on him a month before the 
Season began in 1989, but he just rolled up his sleeves and went to work as 
he inherited a team with a 22-game losing streak, and led the team to the 
second round of the state football playoffs. English was named the Coach 
of the Year in both football and basketball that season, quite a feat for any 
coach at any level! 

English has been a successful businessman for the past four years, but at 
the same tme,never really left the sports scene, as he served as a volunteer 
assistant at New Brockton in basketball and girls softball, and coached his 
son in various levels of youth sports. English is now convinced that the time 
has come to get back in coaching full-time, and his name has been men- 
tioned at several schools with coaching vacancies.

Men still required to register 


Responding to a recent decision 


rr © by the President, the U.S. House of 
Wasae Representatives voted on May 23 to 


continue the requirement for all men 
to register with Selective Service 
upon reaching age 18. The members 
considered a proposed amendment to 
the Defense Authorization Bill, H.R. 
4301, that would have ended regis- 
tration. The amendment was rejected 
125 to 273. ; 
Five days before the vote, Presi- 
dent Clinton notified Congress that 


» . continuing draft registration and pro- 
4» viding funding to operate the Selec- 


tive Service System is “essential to 
our national security”. In letters to 
the leadership of the House and Sen- 
ate on May 18, the President based 
his decision on a recently completed 
review of the program by a National 
Security Council working group. He 
concluded that the Selective Service 
System and peacetime registration 
must be retained as a prudent mili- 
tary preparedness measure in an un- 
certain world, as a link between 
American society and the volunteer 
military, and as a symbol of national 
resolve. 

Although there has been no need 
to draft men for military service dur- 
ing the past 21 years, the nation has 
maintained the capability to reinstate 
a draft in a major crisis. Since July 
1980, draft registration has been an 
obligation of virtually every man, 
ages 18 through 25. Federal law re- 
quires that every man must register 
within 30 days of his 18th birthday. 
Each man completes a short form to 
provide Selective Service with his 
name, date of birth, address, phone

USDA seeks comments on labeling 


for ground beef and hamburger 


The U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture is seeking public comments on a 
petition to allow ground beef to car- 
ry ‘percent lean/percent fat” labeling 
statements accompanied by nutrition 
information. 

“We have been petitioned by the 
meat industry to include the ‘percent 
lean/percent fat’ statement on 
ground beef and hamburger prod- 
ucts,” said Terry medley, acting ad- 
ministrator of USDA’s Food Safety 
and Inspection Service. “Because 
much controversy surrounds labeling 
of ground beef and hamburger, we 
are seeking input from consumers to 
see if they feel strongly about having 
the labeling statement and nutrition 
information on these products.” 

While new regulations that go

into effect on August 8 allow manu- 
facturers to voluntarily use nutrition 
labeling on ground beef and hambur- 
ger, nutrient content claims such as 
“lean", “extra lean”, or “percent 
lean” could not be made unless the 
products meet the criteria for these 
claims. 

Current standard for the term 
“lean” is less than 22.5% fat. To be 
labeled "lean” under the nutrition 
regulation, ground beef must con- 
tain, among other things, less than 
10 grams of fat per serving. To be la- 
beled “extra lean” it must contain 
less than 5 grams of fat per serving. 
To be labeled with “percent lean”, 
an individual product must be “low 
fat” with 3 grams or less fat per serv- 
ing.

Ticks can be a problem 
for both man and beast 


If you are an outdoor person who 
likes to be outside either in the 
woods or in your back yard, you 
may eventually encounter having a 
tick ei\her attach itself to you or find 
one crawling on you. Also, it goes 
without saying that these ticks can 
spread disease and be a problem for 
pets and livestock. Most of the calls 
I get concern controlling parasites 
such as ticks for animals, but I want- 
ed to address this article more along 
the lines of tick control around the 
home and living areas. 

The primary reason for address- 
ing this type of control is due to 
some calls we have received where 
people have found ticks where they 
haven't been finding them in the 
past. Of course, ticks themselves are 
not a huge problem, Mainly, the di- 
rect injury of a tick results from its 
feeding and withdrawing blood. A 
heavy infestation of ticks can severe- 
ly weaken an animal. People are 
more concerned with avoiding dis- 
ease and sickness. 

There are four chemicals that 
work very well to control ticks 
around the home and living areas 
such as patios, decks and these types 
of structures. One product is Durs- 
ban. This works best to treat the area 
around the home up to 25 feet 
around it. It would also help to use a 
large volume of spray when you go 
around the house (up to 10 to 15 gal- 
lons of solution), You may want to 
use a dust or granular instead of a 
spray, and this is fine. 

Another product that will work 
very well is Diazinon, otherwise 


known as Spectracide, I would pre 
fer the 25% solution. Use it at a rate 
of around an ounce to 3 gallons of 
water, 

Another product you can use is 
called Rabon. It comes in a wettable 
powder that is 50% active ingre- 
dients, Another is Deltic, which 
comes in a spray. For Rabon, | 
would use a rate of a litle over an 
ounce (maybe 1 !/, to 1/3) to a gallon 
of water, 

When spraying for ticks around 
your home, a single spray should be 
sufficient in most cases. You can 
spray around the house in shrubbery 
and in trees, particularly around are- 
as where you have pets or livestock. 
If a large population seems to be evi- 
dent, I would wait 2 to 3 weeks and 
treat again. If you have a very severe 
situation, you can treat weekly or 
every 3 to 4 days until the problem 
subsides. 

I personally have not noticed 
more ticks than what we generally 
might find here in south Alabama. 
But if yo have a problem around 
your home, these control measures 
should take care of it. Also, if you 
are on contract with a pest manage- 
ment company, they can do the 
spraying for you as well. If you have 
any further questions concerning 
pest control on animals or around the 
home, call us at 894-5596 and we 
will be glad to help you. I would like 
to also note that these chemicals that 
I have recommended cannot be used 
on animals. These recommendations 
are strictly for use around the home 
and not inside the home.

Peanut Herbicides That 
Hurt Cotton 


There will be close to 28,000 
acres of peanuts and almost 11,000 
acres of cotton planted in Coffee 
County this year. Almost every 
chemical that is used on peanuts will 
damage cotton. So you always need 
to be careful when you are spraying 
peanuts when there are cotton fields 
close by. 

__ 2,4-DB is always a hazard to cot- 
ton. Not only is it very damaging to 
cotton, but it seems that no matter 
what direction the wind is blowing 
the 2,4-DB tends to sort of “walk” 
Over onto the cotton. 2,4-DB is so 
hazardous to cotton that if any 2,4- 
DB was used in the tank as far as 10 
sprays back that would still show up 


and do damage to cotton. 

If applying the Basagran and Star- 
fire treatment close to cotton, be sure 
to leave out the 2,4-DB. Basagran 
and Starfire will bum and will show 
damage on cotton. However, if you 
catch the wind going in the opposite 
direction from the cotton, you will 
probably be safe. When spraying 
near cotton, you would also want to 
lower your spray pressure down to 
25-30 pounds. 

Classic is another herbicide peo- 
ple will be using on peanuts. It will 
also damage and hurt cotton. 

You would never want to spray 
your peanuts by air if a cotton field 
is close by. 


Hollow Heart Prevention 

Boron is one of the micronutri- 
ents essential for peanut production, 
The lack of boron causes hollow 
heart and hollow heart causes short 
shelf life of manufactured peanuts. 

Many growers apply boron in the 
fertilizer at planting, If you do not 
get your boron on at planting time, it 
is recommended that you apply it 
with your leafspot spray. Boron is 
recommended at 0,3 to 0.5 pound 
per acre sprayed over the foliage in 
one of your leafspot sprays. 

I would suggest you not put it in 
the first spray if you are banding 
Bravo and using a small amount of 
water. Wait until you are using the 
normal rate of water and then mix in 
the solubor. Solubor is 20% boron, 
So if you are looking for 0.3 pound 
per acre, you would put 1.5 pounds 
of solubor per acre. The cost of this 
is about $1.75, Boron is easily ab- 
sorbed and translocated from the 
leaves to the rest of the plant, 


Spray Nozzles For Leafspot 


Control 

There has been some talk con- 
cerning using flat fan nozzles to ap- 
ply your leafspot spray. The recom- 
mended nozzle is the hollow cone or 
cone nozzles (D2-13, etc.). The rea- 
son for using hollow cone is that you 
can get your spray pressure much 
higher, The recommended pressure 
is 80 p.s.i, or higher, The flat fan 
will only go up to 60 p,s.i. 

So if you have a lot of foliage or 
weeds and need to get the spray 
down to your foliage, I would defi- 
nitely recommend using the hollow 
cone where you can get greater spray 
pressure, 


Starfire Mix And Bravo On 


Peanuts 
For the last several years most 


peanut growers have sprayed their 
Starfire and because of the burn on 
the peanut leaves have waited a 
week before starting their Bravo 
spray schedule. Now Auburn Uni- 
versity’s recommendation is to add 
your fungicides to the Starfire mix- 
ture. This saves trips and helps to get 
you started a little earlier on your 
leafspot spray schedule.

V. Forty-five percent (45%) of all rev- 
enue generated from this increased rate 
of taxation is hereby allocated to the Elba 
City Board of Education and appropriated 
to its use for payment of utilities, main- 
tenance, and dest It shall be deemed 
unlawful for the Elba City Board of Educa- 
tion to use or apply any portion of this in- 
creased rate of taxation for payment of 
salaries

This was long before 
Henry Ford pioneered his now fa- 
mous assembly techniques in his De- 
troit car factory in the year 1931, 

The company has survived two 
workd wars, the Great Depression, 
introduction of color TV, assassina- 
tion of President John F. Kennedy 
and Martin Luther King, the building 
and the tearing down of the Berlin 
Wall and and the 1994 signing of the 


NAFTA agreement. 

The Elba plant opened originally 
as a brand new 180,000 square foot 
facility, after starting a pilot plant in 
a small existing facility.\Ground was 
broken for the new Elba plant in
